kindly been placed over tho poor Indiiin by 
our Government, may be extended overall 
wru> nro liable to suffer from the same cause. 


If, at certain seasons, dogs are found run- 


ning at large, without a muzzle, the City 
laws say they shall be killed, whether rabid 
or not. Rum, when used us a beverage, is 
always unmuzzled, and always rabid. Can 
that not aho be kilted, aucoi-iling to law.

SEC. 20. And be it further enacted, That 


if any pcwon shnll sell, exchange or give 
away, barter, or dispose) of nny Spirituous 
Liquors or Wine to an Indian in tho Indian 
country, such person shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of 8500. And if any person shall in- 
troduce, or cause to be introduced, or at- 
tempt to introduce, any Spirituous Liquors 
or Wine into thu Indian Country, except 
Niich supplies as shall be necessary for the 
United fc talcs troops* such person chilli for- 
feit and pay a sum not exceeding S300. 


SEC. 22. If any Superintendent of In- 


diitn Affairs, Indian Asront, or nub-Agent, 
or Commandant of a Military post, has rea- 
son to suspect, or is informed, that any white 
person or Indian is about to introduce, or 
nus introduced, Spirituous Liquors or Winu 
into the Indian Country in violation of tlm 
provisions of this section, it shidl bo lawful 
for such Superintendent, Indian Agent or 
sub-Agent, or Military officer to cause thu 
Boats, Stores, packages and places of deposit 
of such persons to be searched. 


And if any such opiriitious Liquors or 


Wine bu found, Goods, Boat*, Packages and 
Peltries of such persons, shall be proceeded 
against by libel in the proper Court, and 
forfeited, 
ouo-lnilf "to tho use of the 
infar- 


m<rr anil tint other half lo thu United States. 
And it flmll, moreover, ho lawful for any 
person in tho United Stiites service, or for 
any Indian or white person, to take and des- 
trot/ any such Liquor or Wine as they may 
find in thu Indian Territory, not used as 
supplies for tho army. 


SEC. 23. Treats of Di,<iillin2 in tho In- 


dian Territory and inulcrs it such n violation 
as to incur the fine of 81,000, and any per- 
son may infoim thu Commandant of any 
mil'tary post, whoso duty it shall bo to order 
out his trootis to destroy nil suuh property 
— oven to the utter destruction of till the 
buildings and imi>leraant3 usud on such work 
of Distilling.
